Recent years have been 
devoted to the development of two strains 
primarily, the Juana Ericas and the Miss 
Burgess tribes. John Arney as we all know 
him, knows his cattle, selected well, mated 
well, developed well a string of beauties 
that have been coveted by many a breeder. 
He has sent out from the little herd at Leon 
many an outstanding specimen that has be- 
come a prime favorite with its new owner. 
The descendants from the cattle that have 
left the Arney herd have made good wher- 
ever they have gone, and are among the 
highly prized possessions of their present 
owners. 
Like some of the rest of us who have 
watched this great breed come into its own, 
John is going down the back stretch of the 


course of time, finds it impossible without 
the assistance of capable help to carry on 
in a manner satisfactory to himself, and so 
after conferring with this Old Man Time, 
John decided that his pets should have bet- 
ter care and that he would let somone who 
could give that attention have the whole kit 
and kaboodle.

new breeders asking about the naming 

of cattle and there is hardly a sale, or 
a field day that we attend but what some 
one asks for information on this subject. 
More often we hear discussion on family 
names and registry names at the sales, 
since it is at these events that all present 
have an opportunity to study the catalogs 
and examine the pedigrees tabulated out to 
the fifth generation. 

I am taking the liberty of reprinting one 
letter on the subject, it is one of several 
such letters in our files: 

“I am a subscriber to your magazine 
and I enjoy reading it very much. I 
have a suggestion to make, which, like 
most suggestions, is a selfish one. I 
have a big herd of grade beef cattle 
and a small number of registered Ab- 
erdeen-Angus and have been well 
pleased with the results of the pure 


It is no small wonder that new buyers 
are confused with family names, however 
it is a wise rule to name all female off- 
spring with names following their maternal 
dams, and once the true family name has 
been established to carry it down from dam 
to daughter in registering all female off- 
spring, since the family name is derived 
only through the dam’s side of the mating. 

Before we go on with this article we had 
better establish a few points to remember 
in this business of naming cattle for reg- 
istry. (1) The family name of any calf— 
bull or heifer—is handed down from the 
dam of the individual in question. (2) The 
sire does not influence the family name. 
(3) The family name does not assure that 
the individual will be outstanding. (4) Out- 
standing bull calves should be named to in- 
dicate their sires [let some 4-H Club mem-

bred bulls used. Bought one heifer 
(pure bred) thinking that I might 
gradually get a few head together. 
That didn’t work very well as this cow 
has had five calves to date and they 
have all been bulls. Last year I bought 
four head at the State Sale and finally 
had one heifer calf born. That’s not a 
very good start, but it is one more heif- 
er calf than we have ever had before. 
My reason for writing you was to sug- 
gest that the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal print an article for the new breed- 
ers relative to the naming of cattle for 
registry. There are no breeders in the 
vicinity who are well enough informed 
on the subject to be of much help. 
Mr. ———————— is a good friend of 
mine but he is gone from here now. 
(Doubtless you knew him, or his fam- 
ily, when they were Iowa-Kansas 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus). He had 
told me that the offspring take their 
name from the dam’s family name and 
that if the cattle were named as they 
should be, the first letter of the name 
would generally indicate the family 
name. A glance through several pedi- 
grees indicates that this is not followed 
very closely. I haven’t lost any sleep 
over the problem, but there must be a 
great many new breeders who would 
enjoy such articles and profit by them.” 


Certainly the author of the above letter 
had some good advice when his friend told 
him that the offspring takes the family 
name from the dam’s side of the pedigree 
and that the offspring should be so named 
that the name of the animal also designat- 
ed the individual’s family, or tribal name. 
That this rule is not strictly adhered to is 
evident nearly every day during the sale 
season, for it is during this season that the 
mis-naming of individuals is most apparent, 
the reason being that during these sales 
each animal is represented in the catalog 
by a five ‘generation tabulation and it is 
only by examining the extended tabulations 
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ber name your common type bulls and re- 
member that common bulls don’t even make 
prize winning steers]. 


Now, to get on with the story. Suppose 
you are starting a new herd. You have 
purchased foundation females for your new 
breeding herd and have joined the associa- 
tion for the purpose of registering your 
calves, you have joined some state, local or 
district association so that in the near fu- 
ture you will have a market place for your 
surplus breeding cattle in one of the con- 
signment sales. For this reason you are 
interested in breeding the right type of cat- 
tle and in naming them intelligently so 
that the sale value of the individual will be 
as high as possible. 


Our first suggestion to you is that you 
start an individual herd record book, a valu- 
able asset to your breeding operations. 
Each female in the herd is represented in 
this book by a five generation tabulation 
complete to family name. On the back of 
this tabulation sheet is the production rec- 
ord of the individual, showing the date each 
ealf is born, its sex, registered name and 
number, sire of the calf and room for some 
remarks about the calf. This last space is 
usually used by the breeders to write in the 
name of the purchaser and price paid for 
each calf sold. As times goes on this record 
is invaluable and it is possible to thumb 
through the book and see which females are 
producing the best calves, how regular her 
production is and this is valuable informa- 
tion to have at your finger tips when visit- 
ors are inspecting your herd. 


Once this book is started it is a simple 
task to name calves of either sex, simply 
by studying the pedigrees. One noted 
breeder, who has produced and sold a lot of 
high selling individuals of both sexes, states 
that often when he has a spare evening 
that he takes his herd record book, goes 
over the pedigrees and writes down a list 
of names for both bulls and females, from 
this list he chooses names, or combination

pears in each pedigree, or tabulation. It js 
possible to intensify the amount of tribal 
blood in your herd by the proper selection 
and matings of bulls and females. 

We have a guide list of family names, 
names that have been accepted as the fam- 
ily names for various tribes and this list in- 
cludes one hundred and seventy-six females, 
I doubt if many breeders can take a pencil 
in hand and write down over forty recogniz- 
ed family tribes and a great many more 
would be hard put to write a list of more 
than twenty or twenty-five family names. 

Remember at all times that the family 
name is of no great importance unless the 
correct type of individual goes along with 
the family name, and the breeding appear- 
ing in all brackets of the tabulation includes 
well known sires and dams. The more show 
yard winners that appear the better is the 
pedigree from the standpoint of resale value 
of the individual. 

Perhaps you wonder why the family 
name is not dropped entirely and all atten- 
tion focused on the individual animal, with 
pedigree meaning nothing and the type and 
quality of the animal in question to deter- 
mine the true value of the individual. Again 
you must keep in mind that the ability to 
transmit certain dominant and _ recessive 
characteristics is dependent on the ances- 
try of the individual. If the animal is of 
proven parentage and has a good back- 
ground one must believe that a great deal 
of the risk has been eliminated when you 
select animals of that type for breeding 
purposes. ; 

You must plant the right kind of seed in 
order to raise the right kind of crops. You 
can plant the most perfect kernel of corn 
chosen at random from any field of com- 
mon corn and while you might expect a per- 
fect ear to grow from the stock you might 
get an ear of corn unlike the parent seed, 
one that has no resistance to disease an 
one that is not suitable to be shelled for 
future seed. This is also true with live

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HIS is not a story of or for any par- 
ticular live stock breeder, but is the 
story as recounted to me by several 

men who took the major part in establishing 

in Oklahoma the finest blood lines and fam- 
ilies of the greatest breed of beef cattle in 
the world today—the Aberdeen-Angus—and 

in its way, explains the great success of a 

number of breeders and how they have be- 

come such an important cog in the rapid 
growth of this great breed of cattle through- 
out the United States and even the world. 

Over fifty years ago the first Aberdeen- 
Angus bull was brought to Oklahoma and 
used in a herd of grade cows at Gibson Sta- 
tion. He left his mark of black cattle in 
that neighborhood for a good many years. 
But it was not until approximately eighteen 
years later at Hayward, Oklahoma, near 
Enid that E. E. Blandford, Oklahoma’s first 
pure bred breeder in 1905 purchased and 
placed on his farm a number of Aberdeen- 
Angus cows and a bull, and about the same 
time J. H. Capps, a farmer residing near 
Altus, in southwestern Oklahoma, made pur- 
chase of a number of registered Aberdeen- 
Angus cows and a bull and started the sec- 
ond pure bred herd. These cattle were all 
purchased in two northern states and were 
of the families and blood lines of cattle then 
being used in that area. 

The next pure bred herd was a large num- 
ber of cows and bulls purchased by J. C. 
Simpson, of Eufaula, Oklahoma, in east 
Central Oklahoma. This herd boasted a 
number of Blackbirds, Prides, Queen Moth- 
ers and one or two more popular present 
day families of good animals. Mr. Simp- 
son’s cattle were purchased in 1908, and 
from his herd stemmed the original herd of 
L. R. Kershaw near Muskogee, who, having 
become convinced of the great foraging and 
ranging qualifications of Aberdeen-Angus, 


after observing them on Simpson’s range 
pastures and realizing all the other natural 
advantages of Aberdeen-Angus over other 
breeds, the first purchase was then made 
from Simpson, when a bull and fifty bred 
cows and heifers were purchased. Mr. Ker- 
shaw placed these cattle on his ranch with- 
in ten miles of Muskogee, and within about 
twelve miles of the spot wherein, in the late 
1880’s the Aberdeen-Angus bull had been 
used by the grade cattle breeder at Gibson 
Station. 


It is interesting to note at this point, that 
Mr. Kershaw, since his first purchase of

ress of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in the 
state was rather slow for several years, but 
finally Kershaw’s herd and Simpson’s herd 
and those of a few others succeeded through 
their successful operations in convincing 
others of the worth of these fine blacks, 
and with this encouragement, Kershaw, then 
only a few years in the business imported 
the first Witch of Endor cow in 1916. She 
was a show heifer from Scotland, and from 
this cow stemmed the large number of 
Witch of Endors that are so much sought 
after today. It was not until 1936 that more

seventy-two head of Aberdeen-Angus for a 
$2,000.00 average, among them his bull 
Plowman which he sold for $40,000.00 to J 
C. Simpson, probably the highest priced 
beef bull ever sold at that time. This bull 
was fifty-three times grand champion in his 
career in various and many shows. 

At the Kershaw sale in 1920, S. C. Fuller- 
ton, of Miami, Oklahoma, purchased his 
first Aberdeen-Angus cattle for the Sun- 
beam Farms herd, purchasing about sixteen 
or seventeen head, among them a cow bred 
to Plowman, the bull Kershaw had sold for 
$40,000.00. The calf from this mating be- 
came the 1925 International grand champion 
bull at Chicago, known as Playman of Sun- 
beam, and it was such animals as these that 
headed the great Sunbeam herd of cattle 
which have become so popular all over the 
world today. 

At the same sale in 1920 John Pfeiffer, of 
Orlando, and many other new breeders in 
the pure bred business started their herds 
with cattle purchased at the Kershaw sale. 

For a number of years before 1920 the 
Simpson cattle and the Kershaw cattle were 
the principal source of supply for Aberdeen- 
Angus fanciers over this and adjoining 
states. During this period, however, E. E. 
Blandford, of Hayward, Oklahoma acquired 
from the great herd of Escher & Ryan in 
Iowa, the bull Prince Marshall, a son of Earl 
Marshall, the greatest breeding bull of all 
time. Blandford showed this bull to the In- 
ternational grand championship in 1921. 
Prince Marshall was the first of five sons 
to be sired by Earl Marshall and one daugh- 
ter also to win this highest award _of beef 
cattle. Later Prince Marshall was acquired 
by Kershaw and was used by him until the 
bull died in 1933. He sired many fine ani- 
mals which are still in the herds of Okla- 
homa and many other states. 

In 1931 the International grand champion 
was Revolution 100th owned and shown by 
Strathmore Farms, Fred Hahne, our Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal editor. Hahne_later 
sold this bull in 1936 to Sunbeam Farms 
and L. R. Kershaw and he was used in their 
herds until 1941 when he died. The blood 
of this fine Aberdeen-Angus bull courses 
the veins of many Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
all over the world.

Adair County Meeting July 26%, 1944 


Dr. George M. Laughlin was host to a 
hundred Aberdeen-Angus breeders from 
Adair and adjoining counties, and a few 
from neighboring states at his Thousand 
Hills Farm yesterday when the Adair Coun- 
ty Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
was organized. The purpose of the meet- 
ing was to organize the association, and 
after having enjoyed an hour of visiting, 
followed with a wonderful picnic dinner of 
fried chicken and many other good things 
to eat, the business meeting got under way. 

Dr. Laughlin presided at the meeting. He 
introduced Bill Barton, of the American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association office 
in Chicago. Mr. Barton discussed the cattle 
business in general, with particular empha- 
sis upon the smaller associations through- 
out the country. He said that there are now 
thirteen active associations in the state of 
Missouri and that the one being organized 
in Adair County would be the fourteenth. 
It is through these associations that the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle business has progressed 
so rapidly during the last few years. In 
1943, Missouri led the union in the number 
of cattle sold. 


The business of organizing the association 
began with Kenneth Conzelman, manager of 
the Thousand Hills Farm, reading a sug- 
gested Constitution and By-laws, which was 
adopted by the group. This was followed 
with the election of officers, which resulted 
in Victor Hoffman, veteran Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeder of Adair County, being elected 
president; Otto Shinn, of the Shinnston

stock, and the most perfect speciman of a 
bull, or cow is not likely to produce perfect 
progeny unless there is the right kind of 
parent stock represented in that individual 
for the last three or four generations. 

If you are still desiring to tie a family 
name into the name of individuals produced 
on the farm be sure that you are produc- 
ing the correct type of individuals because 
it is far easier to let the individuals pro- 
mote the family name than it is to expect 
the family name to promote common indi- 
viduals and increase their value. The two 
factors must go hand in hand. We must at 
all times strive to improve our breeding 
cattle and this can be accomplished only by

the selection of proper sires to use in the 
herd. Future development and promotion 
of the breed depends on the record made in 
the past, but past records and past matings 
are only one phase of this business of 
breeding registered cattle. 

I can also point out herds in various parts 
of the country that use as a selling point 
the past records made by their herds, or of 
the herds used as a foundation for the pres- 
ent herds. The farther away from out- 
standing animals your breeding program 
carries you the more the value of those ani- 
mals diminishes. You must keep up with 
the times, you must continue to produce 
outstanding animals year after year in or- 
der to hold the attention of your fellow 
breeders and especially the attention of 
those ‘men who depend on your herd to 
furnish them with a supply of foundation 
animals, either bulls or females. 

With more and more men coming into the 
business of producing registered Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle it becomes more and more dif- 
ficult to control the naming of cattle for 
registration. Each breeder should strive to 
name his cattle in a good solid fashion, 
eliminate all fancy names, and names that 
are not suitable for live stock. Remember 
that fads come and go and that mis-named 
animals do not bring true value at resale 
time. You can name a steer anything that 
you want to as he is not resold for the pur- 
pose of producing breeding stock, but when 
you name your bulls give them good names 
and when you name the females give them 
a name that can be carried on for genera- 
tions, a name that will carry information 
concerning the breeding behind that animal. 

There can be no question about names 


such as these taken at random from the

Mr. T. Alex Edwards of Watford, On- 
tario, was on hand to do the ribbon tieing 
and according to Mr. Brown’s words “‘Com- 
petition among intimate friends occasioned 
much good natured banter, but everyone 
was very well satisfied with the de- 
cisions of the judge.

For properly 
graded. groups of uniformly bred heifers 
offer buyers something in the way of .an 
opportunity to build.that desirable quality 
of uniformity in their herds. Uniformity is 
secured through selection .of individuals, 
usually bred’ much alike and when ‘the type 
and conformation if the same, and the 
breeding much alike, the herd can be ex- 
pected to appear uniform and to produce’ 
uniform calves.

Sam C. Fullerton, Miami, Oklahoma, and 
Tommy Brook, Brady, Texas, arrived at 
Miami, Florida, Tuesday, September 12th 
aboard the South America Clipper of the 
Pan-American Airways, after spending 
about a month in the Argentine, where Mr. 
Fullerton, had the distinct honor of judging 
the great show of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
at Palermo. The two spent the rest of the 
time visiting the herds and breeders of 
Argentina. There were some five hundred 
head of cattle at the Palermo this year, so 
“our Sammy” got a real workout. 

In an interview Mr. Fullerton is quoted as 
having said: With such fertile fields for 
grazing the Argentine could produce the 
finest cattle in the world at decidedly less 
cost. He said that cattle in the South 
American country can be put out to graze 
for twelve months of the year. In quality 
and type the cattle he judged compared fav- 
orably with anything the United States had 
to offer.’ However, the Oklahoman said, 
Argentine cattle men take their cattle rais- 
ing more seriously than do Americans. . . - 
I wish I could have taken a group of United 
States cattle men to the Argentine with me 
to study their methods. In comparing the 
Palermo show with our own International 
he concluded that there was little, if any, 
difference. 

Tommy Brook said his trip had been most 
educational and that he intended to In- 
corporate many of the features he ha 
learned in the Argentine into his own busi- 
ness.

BLACKS SELL WELL 

Twice in the past month fed Angus 
heifers have set new highs on the Chi- 
cago market going back to August of 
1919. August 29 Naeve and Detter- 
man, Clinton county, Iowa, marketed 
33 head of 891 lb. Angus-Shorthorn 
crossbreds at $17.75. The previous top 
of $17.50 was paid August 9 to Leon 
Garrison, Lee county, Illinois, for 15 
head of 896 pound Angus heifers. — 

An 80-year old cattle feeder, Sher- 
man Woodruff, Sangamon county, IIli- 
nois, shared the month’s steer top of 
$18.35 when he marketed three loads of 
choice heavyweight Angus August 22. 
His shipment of 62 head averaged 1322 
pounds. 

Carl Dralle & Son, Clinton county, 
lowa, topped the Chicago market twice 
the past month. On August 22 he sold 
28 head of 981 pound Augus at $18.15, 
the day’s top for weights and on Aug- 
ust 15 topped at $18.00 with 25 head of 
1018 pound Blacks, the highest price 
on light loads in many months. 

Sharing honors with the latter ship- 
ment were 21 head of 1050 lb. Angus 
steers marketed at $18.00 the same day 
by Jargo Brothers, also of Clinton 
county, Iowa. 

August 21 Everett Rust, McLean 
county, Illinois, marketed 57 Angus 
averaging 1028 pounds at $18.25, the 
day’s top. 

August 7 J. B. Hitt, Sangamon coun-

With the fair season getting under 
way Angus steers appear to be more 
than holding their own in inter-breed 
competition. Reports so far received 
by the Association office from 74 shows 
in all sections of the country show that 
Angus calves have won 59 grand cham- 
pionships, Hereford 9 and Shorthorn 6. 

On a percentage basis it means that 
Angus calves have been grand cham- 
pion 80 per cent of the time. Purple 
winnings have included such major 
shows as the Wisconsin State Fair, 
Midland Empire Fair at Billings, Mont., 
and the Garden Spot Show at Lancas- 
ter, Pa., as well as many district and 
county fairs. 


naire answers, was 431 pounds, with those 
selling yearlings averaging 762 pounds. 
Eighty-two per cent said these weights 
were greater than before using Angus bulls, 
10 per cent figured they were the same— 
all of which should settle the question of 
whether or not Angus are “big enough.” 

Figures on percentage calf crops before 
and after using Angus bulls show a decided 
edge for the Blacks—95 per cent and 84 per 
cent.

When a grade Angus cow, past her 
years of usefulness, can command 
more than $240 as beef average prices 
being paid for pure bred cows and heif- 
ers are still well on the conservative 
side. The cow in question was from 
the commercial herd of William Henry 
& Son, Henry county, Il. 

In the past five years she raised 
$825 worth of calves. When on the 
market the past month she weighed 
1520 pounds, brought a _ near-record 
price of $16.00 per cwt., for a gross 
sale of $243.20. 

The higher market value of pure bred 
calves, coupled with an equally high 
salvage value of the pure bred cow 
when her producing days are over, pro- 
vides something of a basis for figuring 
what can be spent for foundation cows 
or herd additions. And present beef 
prices. for fat Angus cows should pro- 
vide a real incentive for disposing of 
individuals below accepted pure bred 
standards. 
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New Income Tax Ruling 


Effects Large Savings on Sales of Breeding Stock. 
New Ruling is Retroactive to December 31st, 1941.

HE STATUS of tax liabilities incurred 
in the liquidation of breeding stock, 
for some weeks the subject of negotia- 
tion between the National Live Stock Tax 
Committee and the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, has just been established by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue under I. T. 
3666, according to F. E. Mollin, Executive 
Secretary of the American National Live 
Stock Association. The Bureau’s ruling 
recognizes that the capital gain provisions 
of the current income tax law apply to the 
sale of breeding stock. This means that 
Federal Income Taxes on profits from the 
sale of live stock held for breeding pur- 
poses will be limited to a maximum of 25%. 
In the case of a sale by an individual, more- 
over, as opposed to a corporation, only half 
of the profit is taxable. Mr. Mollin explains 
the new ruling as follows: 
“Two limitations on the scope of the rul- 
ing should be noted: 


1. The ruling applies only to “live stock 
used for draft, breeding or dairy purposes.” 
Thus, it is not applicable to the sale of 
steers or wether lambs, or in ordinary cir- 
cumstances, ewe lambs or heifer calves. 
This limitation is in keeping with the argu- 
ment which we have urged, that breeding 
herds are the stockmen’s factory (a capital 
asset), and the calf and lamb crops are his 
product (not a capital asset). 

2. The ruling does not apply to “animals 
culled from the breeding herd as feeder or 
slaughter animals in the regular couse of 
business.” This limitation also, seems justi- 
fied if the cull animals are regarded as a 
normal product of the operation. We agreed 
at our last meeting in Denver to concede 
this point if necessary. 

The I. T. does apply, however, to all sales 
of breeding stock outside the usual course 
of business, whether the whole herd is sold, 
or only a portion, and whether the sale is 
forced by drought, by economic circum- 
stances, by the operator going out of busi- 
ness or reducing his herd, or for any other 
cause. 

It applies to all operators whether on the 
cash receipts and disbursements basis, or 
the accrual basis, and whether breeding 
stock are capitalized or carried in inventory, 
and regardless of the inventory method 
used. 

In the case of an operator on the cash 
receipts and disbursements basis, the full 
receipts from the sale of raised breeding 
stock are subject to the capital gain limita- 
tions since such stock has no cost basis on 
the books of the operator. Thus the ruling is 
of particular importance and is most bene- 
ficial to cash basis operators. 

The ruling holds that breeding herds 
come under the provisions of Section 117 
(j) of the Code which covers property “of 
a character which is subject to the allow- 
ance for depreciation.” Section 117 (j) of 
the Code, as added by section 151 (b) of the 
Revenue Act of 1942, provides in part as 
follows: 

Gains and Losses From Involuntary Con- 
version And From The Sale Or Exchange 
Of Certain Property Used In The Trade or 
Business. 

(1) Definition of property used in the 
trade or business. For the purposes of this 
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subsection, the term “property used in the 
trade or business” means property used in 
the trade or business in a character which 
is subject to the allowance for depreciation 
provided in section 23 (j), held for more 
than 6 months, and real property used in 
the trade or business, held for more than 6 
months, which is not (A) property of a kind 
which would properly be includible in the

(2) General Rule. If during the tax- 
able year, the recognized gains upon sales 
or exchanges of property used in the trade 
or business plus the recognized gains from 
the compulsory or involuntary conversion 
(as a result of destruction in whole or in 
part, theft or seizure, or an exercise of the 
power of requisition or condemnation or the 
threat or imminence thereof) of property 
used in the trade or business and capital 
assets held for more than 6 months into 
other property or money, exceed the recog- 
nized losses from such sales, exchanges, and 
conversions, such gains and losses shall be 
considered as gains and losses from sales 
or exchanges of capital assets held for more 
than 6 months. If such gains do not exceed 
such losses, such gains and losses shall not 
be considered as gains and losses from sales 
or exchanges of capital assets.*** 

Section 117 (j) first appeared in the 
Revenue Act of 1942 and applied to taxable 
years beginning after Dec. 31, 1941. There- 
fore, this ruling is applicable to all taxable 
years beginning after that date, and re- 
funds of taxes paid for the years 1942 and 
1943 will be in order in many cases. 

On the other hand, during the years 
1938, 1939, 1940 and 1941, the revenue law 
expressly excluded from the capital gains 
limitations property “of a character which 
is subject to the allowance for depreciation.” 
Therefore, the ruling not only does not form 
the basis for any refund for those years, 
but specifically negatives any arguments 
that might have been raised during those 
years under the capital gains provisions. It 
would, however, apply to all years commenc- 
ing prior to Dec. 31, 1937, and permit re- 
funds in any such cases not closed by the 
Statute of Limitations. 


This I. T is not conclusively binding on 
the Courts and it is subject to modification 
or repeal by the Bureau at will. It is, how- 
ever, official and published, and it has been 
approved by the Chief Counsel’s Office. It 
has much greater weight and permanence

Certain fears 
were expressed, notably by Mr. George 
Bailey, of Wickwire, as to the Possibility 
of conflict with the Maryland State Aggpo. 
ciation. However, other breeders, such as 
Mr. C. O. John, of Maple Grove, pointed out 
that this had not and should not occur to 
any breeder’s mind, and that, moreover, in 
all lines of business it was quite customary 
to set up national, state and local organi- 
zations. Among those concurring in favour 
of the new organization were Mr. Guy E. 
Harmon, manager of Blakeford, Mr. Wayne 
Johnson of Churn Creek, and Mr. Ralph 
Dutcher, of Wye River Farms. 


The opinion was expressed that the new 
association could do most valuable work in 
conjunction with the 4-H Club steer feeding 
projects, in the distribution of feeder calves 
through the Peninsula, organization of ex- 
hibits at County and inter County Fairs and 
in many other directions requiring coop- 
erative effort.

reward of $100.00 for arrest and convic- 
» of cattle thieves and asking for changes 
in the brand law. A masterful plea for the 
traditional American Democratic Way of 
Life by Vice-President Jack Crawford, of 
Yakima, brought the cattlemen to their feet 


in approval. 

Though they were vitally interested in the 
affairs of the industry, the stockmen didn’t 
for a moment lose sight of their own re- 
sponsibility to do the greatest possible pro- 
duction job. Talks by their own members 
on range management, cattle feeding, cow 
horses, cattle lice control and other homely 
subjects held record numbers of stockmen 
from all over the state in rapt attention. 

A revised constitution and a new mem- 
bership basis with dues fixed at five 
cents per head of cattle with a $5.00 mini- 
mum has greatly strengthened the organi- 
zation. Retiring President A. J. Hensel 
passed the reins of a powerful and vital 
stockmen’s group to newly-elected President 
Carl Greif, of Uniontown, and vice-presi- 
dents Walter Schrock, Okanogan; Bill Ben- 
nett, Winona; Alan Rogers, Ellensburg; and 
Jidge Tippett, Asotin. 

Alan Rogers, of Ellensburg, ably describ- 
ed his experience in range improvement. 
Since 1987 he has been experimenting with 
reseed range land. From mistakes as well 
as successes he has concluded it doesn’t pay 
to reseed poor eroded land and that brome, 
clover and some of the other grasses are 
better feed in the late summer when he 
needs them than crested wheat grass. He 
is interested in the possibility of grazing 
irrigated pastures and he believes in water- 
ing place development which he described. 
Bill Hill, of Tonasket, summarized range 
improvement under (1) avoid over-grazing, 
especially in early spring, (2) proper dis- 
tribution by fence, watering places and salt- 
ing, and (3) reseeding when possible. 

The light damage by big game last year 
was due largely to an open winter, Robert 
French stated. Improvement in game policy 
has been made but much remains to be 
done, the game committee reported. 

Cattle lice control came in for active dis- 
cussion. Bill Fancher reported very favor- 
ably on dipping practiced in his neighbor- 
hood. “Almost the only cost is in filling 
the tank,” Fancher said. “We put 300 cat- 
tle through in an hour. There have been no 
bad results from handling even cows heavy 
with calf nor from chilling.” Spraying with 
rotenone has controlled lice among the cat- 
tle belonging to members of the Ferry 
County Association, Clyde Massie, presi- 
dent of that Association, stated. Si Wil- 
liams, of Ellensburg, recommended dusting 
during extreme weather and for very small 
herds. He emphasized the advantage of fail 
treatment.

wasted time and beef,” said Jidge Tippett, 
of Asotin. “It is not a matter of what 
breed, but the individual horse and how he 
is trained.” 

Secretary F. E. Mollin, of the American 
National Live Stock Association, brought 
out many important points. “Feed costs 
have gone up and labor is higher, with no 
increase in cattle prices,” he stated. ‘“Rec- 
ord numbers of cattle are to be marketed. 
All possible cattle should be moved to 
market early to avoid possible glutted 
markets this fall.” The demand for food in 
liberated countries has not been as great as 
expected, he warned, we should not depend 
on an outlet for any more food than we are 
willing to give away after the war. 

Beef carcass grading is based on years of 
development among packers, meat dealers 
and college men, stated Federal Grader S. 
H. Steen. The conformation or shape, finish 
or fat, and quality including color, fineness 
of fiber, age, etc., determine the grade of a 
carcass. Grading is not new to buyers, 
stated Herb Merman. Big packers have 
graded their carcasses for years. There is 
a big difference in value of cattle which 
might produce carcasses of the same grade. 
One of the factors is “fill”; another is 
weight. 

A motion was passed that a committee 
from the association work with the state 
department in improving brand inspection.

take long for packers to fill storage space 
and a good part of the recent bulge in prices 
for medium and lower grade cattle has been 
ceded back. At the same time, packers re- 
port that with consumer attention focused 
on point free beef, there has been a tend- 
ency to slow down on commercial and upper 
beef still carrying point values. However, 
with army-navy demand taking 45% of 
packers’ kill of commercial, A and AA grade 
beef and cattle yielding such grades very 
scarce, there does not appear to be much 
likelihood of any immediate or serious break 
in the market for the better grade grain fed 
cattle. Good grain fed cattle promise to 
continue scarce. The government the past 
week reported a decrease of 41% in the 
number of cattle on feed in eleven corn belt 
states, compared with a year ago. That 
represents a lot of cattle, some 700,000 head 
in round figures. 

Cattle receipts at Los Angeles the past 
week figured around 8,600 head, or about 
500 more than the previous week. Steers 
and heifers closed steady to 25c lower, while 
cows finished 25c to 50c under the preceding 
week, or about back to levels of the first 
week in August. Bulls about steady. Calves 
strong to 50c higher. Top steers $16.00.

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N RESUMING my discussion of the 

Harviestoun Herd, I wish to make it 

clear that the purpose of these articles 
is not so much to glorify the name of Mr. 
Kerr, its founder and present owner, great- 
ly though he deserves this recognition, as 
for their educational value. There are few, 
if any, amongst us who 
cannot profit by Mr. 
Kerr’s methods and exper- 
iences in founding and de- 
veloping one of the world’s 
most renowned Aberdeen- 
Angus herds, and one of 
the greatest collections of 
pure breds of any breed. 


Our last article dealt 
chiefly with the great 
stock bull, Prince of the 
Wassail, who in the words 
of one authority “made 
the Harviestoun Herd.” 

The following mention 
of succeeding sires will re- 
veal, however, that he had 
valuable assistance in ac- 
complishing this. There 
was, for example, his im- 
mediate successor, Elect 
of Ballindalloch 25518, 
whose dam was by Del- 
amere who was also the 
sire of Prince of the Was- 


Another sire used with success in the 
herd, at the same time, was Barbarian 
32739, he was also closely related to Prince 
of the Wassail and was acquired by Mr. 
Kerr after he had won fourth at Perth, at a 
cost of 300 guineas. This bull was not kept 
in the herd long enough to greatly influence 
its progress, a temp- 
ting offer taking 
him to the Argen- 
tine, before he had 
had an opportunity 
to demonstrate his 
ability as a sire in 
the Harviestoun 
Herd. 

After it was neces- 
sary to discontinue 
the service of Elect, 
because of an acci- 
dent, Mr. Kerr pro- 
cured Eclipser of 
Ballindalloch 27733 
from Mr. Macpher- 
son, Mulben. This 
bull came to the herd 
with a fine show rec- 
ord, having already 
won championships 
at the Royal North- 
ern and at Dublin.

ly bred bull but a very good show bull as 
well. He started out by winning second 
to a Ballindalloch stablemate, at the Perth 
Show of 1907, he however, brought the top 
price of the sale there that year, 265 guin- 
eas, at which price he passed to the owner- 
ship of Mr. Kerr, with Dr. Brown, of Ohio, 
U. S. A., as the chief contending bidder. 
Elect was later shown as a two-year old at 
which time he won the championship at the 
Highland, but his chief value was his ability 
as a sire. He nicked unusually well with the 
get of Prince of the Wassail to whom he was 
closely related through the great sire Dela- 
mere. Some of the outstanding sons of Elect 
were Prince of Mentone 29838 which won 
at the Royal Dublin Show of 1911, where he 
was acquired by the Duke of Abercorn; 
Prince of Aden 31097 head of the Inchgower 
herd until his shipment to the Argentine; 
and Jan Eric 32052 who was successfully 
used at Aberlour. 

It was as a sire of females, however, that 
Elect excelled. There were, for example, 
Pride of Silesia 44042 and Juanessa Erica 
47425, both champions of the Highland, Eth- 
ereal 44035, a Ballindalloch cup winner, and 
Pride of Madeira 98623, Juanisca Erica 
54636, Pride of Pravia 47429, and Juaniva 
51000, all champions. : 
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ery evidence of de- 
veloping into a great 
sire but due to an injury to a hind leg, very 
little service was received from him. 


For a short interval subsequent to the use 
of Elect, Barbarian and Eclipser of Baliin- 
dalloch, several bulls were used to goed ad- 
vantage, including Electric Bell 29104, he 
came from the famous Cridlan herd of Eng- 
land but the next sire of real note to find 
his way to Harviestoun was the Perth 


Champion of 1916, Jas- 
on of Ballindal loch 
38048, he was by the 
Juana Erica sire, Jun- 
ior Eric and out of the 
Jilt cow, Juliana of Bal- 
lindalloch, by Everard 
of Ballindalloch. When this young bull en- 
tered the sale ring at Perth, he received 
a great ovation and a starting bid of 100 
guineas and a number of important breeders 
stayed in the running for him until he 
reached 440 guineas when he was knocked 
off to Mr. Kerr at the second highest price 
ever paid for a bull of the breed at Perth 
up to that time. Jason having been acquir- 
ed during the years of the 
last great war during which 
time nearly all of the impor- 
tant shows of Britain were 
suspended, this great bull did 
not have an opportunity to 
further demonstrate his show 
yard possibilities after win- 
ning his championship at 
Perth. However, to give my 
readers some idea of his out- 
standing individuality, I

Here he made a 
great record in the show yards of Canada, 
and in the breeding pen as well. His sons 
and daughters winning championships at 
the International, including one grand 
championship son.

A Story of the Breed, the Breeders and Their Achievements 


ITHIN A VERY SHORT TIME the 

Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 

tion will publish a story of the breed 
in Canada, in book form, under the above 
title. The story has been prepared by the 
Secretary of the Association and contains 
a review of the activities of the breeders ia 
Canada from 1876 until 1944. The book is 
is dedicated to the late John Lowe and con- 
tains a foreword by Kenneth McGregor, 
son of the late Honorable James D. Mc- 
Gregor, who was one of the outstanding 
pioneer breeders. The introduction outlines 
the story and thereafter it is divided into 
the following sections: 1, Beginnings—in 
which the work of those who introduced the 
breed into Canada is reviewed; 2, Pioneers 
—in which an outline of the work of those 
who did the real job of consolidating the 
breed in Canada is given; 3, The Era of Ex- 
pansion—in which an attempt is made to 
tell something of the work of many breed- 
ers who undertook the breeding of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle during the period of 
Canada’s great agricultural expansion; 4.

Marshals of Their Day—in which particu- 
lars of the breeding and achievements of a 
long list of outstanding bulls is given; 8, 
Notable Aberdeen-Angus Cows—wherein 
an attempt is made to give readers some 
information that will enable them to un- 
derstand Aberdeen- Angus family blood 
lines; 9, Breeders—in which a list of the 
members of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus 
Association on December 31st, 1910, and on 
December 31st, 1948, is presented. There 
are sixty-eight illustrations of which twen- 
ty are of men who have had a prominent
